lance Brigade Overseas, with head- 
quarters 'n Toronto.

According to W. N. Sexsmith, pre- 
sident of the Kent Historical society, 
the plan to raise the hulks of the 
gunboats, believed to have been part 
of the British fleet, is not quite ‘so 
simple as it seems. ‘To one person | 
only is known the exact location of 
the hulks, and he has kept the matter 
a secret and will continue to do so, 
in order that the society may not lose | 
by over-publicity the chance to obtain | 
the gunboats, or what is left of them, | 
for their own laudable purpose. |

American or British? 


There is a point of doubt as to the 
identity of the two gunboats now to 
be raised from the waters of the 
Thames. They may be American ves- | 
sels or they may be part of Proctor's | 

fleet, which he used to help transport 
supplies and baggage eastward after 
evacuating Malden and' Amherstburg 
before the advance of the superior 

American forces in the fail of 1813. | 

It was not long after the battle of | 
Lake Erie when this retreat occurred, | 

Perry's fleet of eight ships with them 

when they brought a force of 5,000 in- 
fantrymen from Detroit to Lake St. 
Clair and began to drive the bi:tish 
eastward. Perry's ships were the Ni- 
agara, the Calendonia, the Ariel, the 
Scorpion, the Somers, the Porcupine, 
the Tigress and the Trippe. There is 
}no record of any of these ships having 
been set on fire or otherwise damag- 
ed in the Thames after the battle of 
Moraviantown, On the other hand, 
the British records admit the loss by |

American forces led by Harrison. | 
Two other boats were also overtakn | 
in the Thames by the advancing | 
Americans and captured, 

This One American | 

Whether the ships to be raised are, 
American or British it is impossible 
to tell from historical records, be- 
{cause while such records say noth- 
ing of the abandoning of American 
gunboats, yet one has been raised 
from the Thames in the last quartet | 
century and its identity established. 
Séveral years agb the newly-formed 
Kent Historical society, headed by a 


number of prominent citizens, in- 
cluding J. 8. Black, who at that time 
was a teacher in the Chatham high 
school, raised an old American gun- 
boat near the Cunadian Pacific rail- 
way bridge, a couple of miles above 
Chatham, It was placed on ex- 
hibition in Tecumseh park in Chat- 
ham, but no effort was made to 
preserve it. Accordingly it gradual- 
ly disappeared, a plank at a time

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The Crops, 


The season can surely produce 
nothing more remarkable than the 
crop of erop reports, To the read- 
er who follows these with a view 
to getting some working idea of 
what to expect, they are rather 
worse than useless as an index to 
the situation throughout the West 
generally. One day he learns 
that a Winnipeg paper has issued 
the most optimistic early-June re- 
port for years, The next day, or 
the same day, he reads elsewhere 
that the three prairie governments 
are buying molasses and bran and 
arsenic by the car-load to poison 
grass-hoppers; and from despatch- 
cs he learns that in some districts 
the wind has blown the grain out 
of the ground and piled soil and 
sprouts along the fences. About 
all he can gather is that if the 
crops are as varied as the crop 
reports, nobody can guess until 
threshing is finished what the 
Western crop as a whole will 
amount to. 

And the chances are that the 

eports are in the main and sub- 

The prairie is 

somewhat large range of coun- 
try. There is plenty of room in 
it for several different sorts of 
climate to prevail at one and the 
same time, and nothing to guaran- 


Wtee that the climate that, prevails 


at any one point at a given time 
will prevail there or anywhere 
Variety 
in the matter of weather is, in 
fact, one of our regional distine- 
tions. And probably néver more 
so than during the present season. 
The summer seems inelined to fol- 
low the lead of ‘the winter in in- 


froducing the unusual. Here- 
abouts we have had more rain 
than usual during the | spring 


season, and the showers began to 
arrive earlier, In .the southern 
parts of this province and 
Saskatchewan rain has been ap- 
parently about as conspicuous by 


its absence as it has here been by! 


its plenteousness, At points to- 
ward the inter-provineial bound- 
ary, south-east of the city, no rain 
had fallen up until the latter end 
of last week. 

It does not at all follow that the 
southern districts are billed for 
another crop failure. Like the 
northern districts,-they were ‘vis- 
ited last winter by an unusual 
fall of snow, which, if it kept the 
cattle from the range and played 
havoe with the stock, left mois- 
ture enough in the ground to 
germinate the seed and stimulate 
early growth. There is no report 


of damage anywhere as yet from! 


the lack of moisture. The damage 
has come from the grass-hoppers, 
and from the wind drifting the 
soil—both of which would’ be 
checked by heavy rainfall. Over 
the West generally the crops, from 
all reports, got away to a good 
start. They are, by all accounts, 
still looking well, even in 
parts where the rain has been 
scant or altogether absent, and 
where the grass-hopper has not 
made his appearance and the goil 
not turned to powder and been 
blown into ridges, Given the 
normal amount of rain frdm this 
on, there is no reason to suppose 
that the country generally will] 
not produce an average erop.

The City In Funds. 

The taxpayers, it seems, have re- 
sponded so well to the call for 
money, the attraction of the dis- 
count, and the threat of being sold 
out, that the city now has funds 
enough to carry on without trying 
to sell the remainder of the auth- 
orized bond issue. 

That is a turn in events as wel- 
come as it is surprising. Consid- 
ering the amount of taxes demand, 
ed, the steadily rising cost of liv- 
ing, and the reduced amount of 
property on which taxes can now 
be imposed, it expresses a public 
spirit that ‘does eredit to the com- 
munity. If the city is not eventu- 
ally pulled out of the mire it will 
not be because of unwillingness on 
the part of the taxpayers to make 
the effort. Nor because of failure 
to call upon them for sufficient 
money. They are being asked this 
year for an amount out of all pro- 
portion to the real necessities, and 
to the service rendered in return, 
If the city could not be saved at 


the present rate of taxation it 
could not be saved at all. ° 

There is no license in this 
“flush’’ condition of the city 


treasury for a resumption of the 
free spending program arranged 
by the administration in the ear- 
lier months of the year, The neces- 
sity of economy is as pressing as it 
ever was, and the people who are 
sacrificing to keep the city afloat.

Government Declines to Discon- 
tinue Sending Troops And 
Munitions to Ireland 


LONDON, June 18.—Lloyd George 
today received a deputation of ratl- 
waymen in a conference lasting for 
nearly three hours, No statement 
haa been given out from the premier's 
official residence at Downing street, 
but James Henry Thomas, general sec- 
retary of the railwaymen’s” union, 
stated after the conference, that the 
government had decitned to discon- 
tinue sending trocps and munitions 
to Ireland. But, }e said, the govern- 
ment is “prepared to do everything to 
prevent provocation and is ready to 
meet anybody of Irish representative 
men, including represenatives of the 
Sinn Fein organization. This declar- 
ed Mr. Thomas leaves the question of 
the strike of Irigh railwaymen un- 
touched, but the government an- 
nounced that, should tho strikers still 
persist in refusing to carry troops 
and munitions, the government would 
close the Irish railways which would 
lead to a very serious situation,

WHOLESALE AND RETAIL TRADE 

WINNIPEG, June 18,—(By Canadian 
Press)-—Trade throughout Canada, manu- 
facturing, wholesale and retail js recover- 
ing from the hestitancy or slackening-up 
rightly or wrongly attributed to the bud- 
get announcements, says the weekly trade 
report of the Canadian Credit Mens’ Trust 
association, In this respect reports re- 
celved from ten of the principal trade 
centres, agree, 

Toronto and Ontario wholesalers report 
trade recovering, particularly in the cloth- 
ing and men's wear trade. There is a 
much more optimistle feeling since the 
announcement of proposed reductiong in 
the luxury taxes. Cancellations from re- 
tallers have practically ceased and many 
merchants are reported to have re-consid- 
ered their action in this respect. Summer 
good, business in most lines is quite up 
to the average for time of year. ReYail 
trade is becoming more settled and in 
groceries and provisions particularly good, 
The public seem, however, to be awaiting 
Sveual reduction in luxury taxes in other 

nes, 

St. Johns, Halifax and maritime prov- 
inces report trade conditions highly sat- 
,;isfactory and merchants generally optimts- 


| tle on prospects of n good fruit crop be- 
{ng practically assured, frosts not being 
anticipated after the middle of June. 


‘Manufacturers and wholesalers are busy 
and retail trade hesitating a little on taxes 
information, in such lines outside groceries 
and actual necessities, 

Montreal and Quebec cities report whole- 
salers in all lines say business good, es- 
pecially in dry goods, In the manufacturing 
trade the situation is acute on a shortage 
of coal, 

Winnipeg wholesale houses are generally 
busier than during the last three weeks 
and trade seems to be recovering. This 
is particuarly noticeable in dry goods, 
hardware, ete, Retail trade in clothing, 
men’s wear, Indies’ wear, boots and shoes 
is still hanging somewhat for the time of 
year and this condition also exists in 
Manitoban country towns. Ready-mades 
in cheaper nes are doing fairly good 
trade. 

Further west wholesale’ and manufac- 
turing trddes are busy. 

Retail trade is awaiting further crop 
reports and grasshopper news and want 
of rain in parts of Alberta are baving 
a disturbing effect on trade which other- 
wise is gradually improving with seed- 
ing completed. 

All wholesale fur prices are showing 
a decline of from 15 to 25 per cent., on 
last winter's prices, but this has not yet 
spread to tho retail which bought on 
early prices, 

Collections, generally speaking, show an 
improvement.

AND PROFITABLE HOBBY IN ALTA. 
| 


Mrs, T. A. Lowden, of Edmonton, 


Has Bred Oanary Birds Success- | 


fully on a Large Soale for Ten Years—Hatched From 16 
to 17 Birds From One Pair in Season—Cleanli-, 
* ness an Important Factor 


Probably one of tae most unique in- 
dustries that was ever started in Wes- 
tern Canada is the raising of panary 
birds. Canary birds as @ source of 
profit are probably one of tho last 
things that the average jperson jwould 
thing of, [but the experience of Mrs. 
T. A. Lowden of 10164 108th etreet, 
has conclusively demonstrated that 
with the necessary knowledge of 
birds, and tae patience, canary birds 
can be made a iprofitable hobby. 

Started Ten Years Ago 

Ten years ago IMre, Lowden first 
started raising birds in Edmonton and 
her experience has gone to show that 
most breeds do well in this country, 
and wit proper care and attention 
will @ive large returns on the initial 
Investment. Sne has alwsys hai veiv 
good success with her birds and has 
raised from 250 to a thousand birds 
per year. This year sre raised 264. 
A room full of rich @olden colored 
birds is a beautiful sight, yet their 
appearance je not all. Dneir medley, 
ranging from a mere chirp from the 
youngsters to the warble of the full 
fledged singers, is expressive of every 
mood. They are great pets, yet not 
pets in the same sense as a dog or @ 
cat in that they are very delicate and 
dainty and cannot be handled, yet 
when they become really well ac- 
quainted With anyone taking care of 
them they saow an understanding 
that is equal to any of the more intel- 
ligent domesticated animals, 

Four Breeds 

Mrs. Lowden keeps four reeds, the 
Andresburg, the Norwich crest, the 
Hearts mountain roller and the Ger- 
man roller. She also has two cross- 
bred birds. one a cross fbetween 4 
Hearts mountain rofier and ai wild 
canary. This is a very beautiful apec- 
imen with rich golden colored plum- 
Tho other is a cross with a bull- 


uge. 
finch. This is also an outstanding bird 
for color, Whe Andresburg are a rich

Profitable to Rear 

Aes a side line, from the standpoint 
of prefit, canry birds rank tell with 
poultry. ‘They increase very rapidly, 
and always demand a good price. 
However, the initial outlay is quite 
high. Gocd birds sell from $6 mp- 
wards to $20 cach, and the cost of 
equipment and food is “considerable. 
There is, however, always a good de- 
mand for carary birds, and Mrs, 
Lowden ‘as been able to dispose of | 
@ll that she could raiee. Hhe has 
shipped ibirds all over the avest, ¢rom | 
the southern to the northern part of 
the province, Some shipments have 
been made to Peace River, and to the 
Blue Sky district, wails anotaer ehip- 
ment was sent to Glass Lake. 

A Record of Each Bird 

Mrs. Lowden attributes her success 
with canary birds to a very close 
Study of their requirements, cleanli- 
nese ‘and a record of each bird, At 
the present time she has about 80 
birds, which she is keeping as breed- 
ing stock for next year and each bird 
has @ tiny meta! band around its leg 
with a number on it waich corres- 
ponds to a definite number in a bird 
register which gives complete infor- 
mation of the bird. The very hour 
when the birds are hatched, and their 
parents for three or four generations | 
back is al kept on record forming a 
pedigree that is just as complete as 
for pure bred horses. There ts no 
official bird registry in Alberta, but 
there is in the (U, S. and &e all of her 
birds are pure bred she can have any 
bird registered at any time. 

Cleanliness Important 

Cleanliness is a very important fac- 
dor. Mrs. Lowden cleans the cages at 
regular intervals and repaints them 80 
as to make them absolutely sanitary. | 
She has found that sanitation can/ 
herdly be overdone. ‘The birds are | 
allowed to take a bath every day in | 
@ large dish and even the water in 
which the birds take ‘their ‘bath is 
specially prepared by putting into it 


a special antiseptic. The nests are 
also germn proof, Seimg made of paper 
mache without cotton or anything 
that would attract venmin.

Proper Food 

It is also very important that the 
birde are fed proper food and ‘have @ 
supply of good clean weter, The or- 
dinary tap water is Mable to contain 
too many germs and ¢n order to make 
it absolutely pure, it is hoiled (before | 
the birda are allowed to drink it.

Many are the ways in 
hand-fed calf may become stunted, as 
every farmer soon finds out. Broadly, 
I think they may be olaseed under 
four heade: The effect of the neat and 
fies of the summer}! lack of feed; 
morbid practices (such as eucking 
other steer cpives, and eating man- 
ure); and dneufficiert oare “in the 
winter. 


On this farm we have had ealves 
cheoked from all ‘these causes. This 
does not necessarily adm bad man- 
agement, aa things ‘will sometimes ¢o 
wrong on tae hest-regulated “farms, 
and the teet of good managemen* then 
Is to check the development of vad 
symptoms as soon as they appear, In 
feeding, for example, you may not In- 
crease the allowance of one of the 
calves quite ao quickly, gnd contin- 
uously as you @iould do, and tn the 
case of a calf tending to make a rapid 
development, the effret (ts serious, 
though ?he boss anay not always be 
apparent. It requires a good dval of 
attention to gauge the calves’ appetite 
constantly, witaout giving too much. 
When they grow older, there is some- 
times an inclination to speed up the 
chores ‘by allowing two calves to 
drink out of one pail, and I have 
known one calf to fall away so much, 
even in a Week, @6 to sicw that it 
must have’ been getting practically 
nothing. ‘The cheoking influence of 
heat and files cannot be over-estim- 
ated.

On the whole we have found the 
best system ie fthis; Keep ths calves 
(spring calves) in the stahie during 


the heai of the day, and tie them, at | 


any rate while being fed and for a 
while afterwards until] the craving to 
suck something has passed. Feed each 
one separately, and to save time and 
trouble, make a little wooden frame- 
work to set tae pailin. That beats 
In 
my opinion ft 1s important, as the 
calf grows, to add water to the milk, 
as it often (will mot drink water at all 
while even the smailest quantity of 
milk is fed to it. By diluting the milk 
the calf gets all it should have to 
drink, and can be gradually changed 
off ito water altogether. When tne fly 
season has passed the growing calf 
may be out more, but then is tae time 
to beware of bloating, eapecially when 
there ‘is (frost at nights. if the calf 
comes home packed tight with food, 
don't let it go at gnce and add a big 
drink to its itrowbles, And another 
taing, every farmer should have a cat- 
tle trocar. ‘The usual crude attempts 
te reHeve a bloated animal of gus 
must ibe awful torture, as well as in- 
effective. Then in ‘winter, put the 
calves in the warm etable and give 
them tthe fest feed svailable. The re- 
sult in the spring will (be a well-grown 
animal ready to go ahead al! through 
{ts second season. 

Last year, to cut down the ‘work 
with the calves, we tried tae experi- 
ment of putting two calves on a cow 
of good capacity, but which was dliffi- 
cult to milk. The result as far as the 
calves’ growth 'was concerned was in 
every way eatisfactory thoug. the cow 
seemed to become rather.poor  ito- 
wards fall. Also owing to the risk of 
biackleg ‘when calves run with tae 
cows in large pastures, it is probebly 
best to ‘keep tthe calves at home and 
have the cows come to them night and 
morning. However, the practice of
